recet ot .the evil of Sin ; for God 
gives Þ 3 nor doth Man, though full of 
this E eive it from Him ;. but the Evil of 
Trouby , Afﬀiiction, thoſe in Scripture are 
frequencalled Evil, 1/a. 45. 7. 1 create evil. 
Amos 3. Ts there evil in a City (1. e.) any trou- 


ble or affliction, that the Lord hath not done. 
Called Evil, not that there 1s any Evil, either 
Natural or Moral in it; but becauſe it is fo in 
our Seuſe and Eſteem, or becauſe the common 
effe& of the Evil of Sin. 

From theſe Words do ariſe Three Obſervations. 

\ I, That the Life of'Man, in this World, is 
made up of Good and Evil; not all Good, nor 
all Evil : Not all good, leit we befall, and deny 
Gad, as Apur ſaid, Prov. go. 8, g.” Not all E- 
vil, leſt we faint under it, and. our Lives be 
too bitter : Our Life is as Checquer-work, that 
hath white and black Lines; or as the Cloud in 
the Wilderneſs, that had a bright fide,as well as 
a dark one. Herein it differs from the future 
Life, or Life in the other World, that is _ 
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all Good, and that in the ſuperlative Degree, 
without any allay of Evil, as with the Spirits of 
juſk Men made perfed; Or, all Evil, without 
the leaſt mixture of Good ; that is, of Comfort 
and Retreſhment, 70 :19t jo mucn as a drop of wa- 
ter; which is the miſerable caſe of the damned 
in. Hell. 

2. Obſ. That rhe good and evil Things we 
receive, are from the Hand of God, either 1m- 
mediately, or mediately. : 

34ly. Which I ſhall principally iaſiſt upon in 
the Dodtrinal Part, That as we receive Good, 10 
muſt we receive Evil, though from his Hand ; 
and make uſe of the Second Lo@rine 1n the Appli- 
cation. 

Reaſons why, and the manner how, we are to re- 
cerve theſe evil things from the Hand of God. 

I. Becauſe they come from the ſame Hand that 
all our good Things come ; This is the force of 
the Reaſ2a given by Job. 

2. Is from the Sovereignty of God, P/al. 46. 
10, Jobg. 12. who hath an Abſolute, Unlimit- 
ed, and Indubitable Right, to diſpoſe of Us, and 
Ours, according, to his Pleaſure, and none may 
dare to queſtion it. 

3. From the Wiſdom of God, who heſt knows 
what to do with vs. In Wiſdom he doth all 
things, whoſe Underſtanding 1s Infinite, P/.1 4-7, 
5. and therefore is beyond our ſearch, 7/a. 40.28. 

4. His Juſfice, that doth not, nor can do us 
any wrong. 

5. His Goodneſs is ſuch, that He will do us 
no harm, nor intends it. 

1. All the Good we receive from Him is more 
than we deſerve, for we are not worthy of the 
leaſt of his Mercies, Ger. 32, 10, nay, contrary 
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to our deſerts; for whenever He doth vs Good, 
or whatſoever Good He beſtows on us, He comes 
over the heads of innumerable ſins and offences. 
2. The Good wereceive-from Him, if weigh- 
ed in the Ballance, will out-weigh all the Evils 
we receive, had we only. a naked Life. This 
'Truth came out of the Mouth of the Father of 
Lies, . That Skin for Skin, and all that a man bath, 
will he ue bis life, Job 2. 4. Importing, that 
Life is of ſo great a value, that it will weigh 
down all the Good we enjoy, and therefore will 
out-weigh all the Evils that we ſuffer. Hence, 
Lam. 3. 39. Wherefore doth a living man complain? 
Have Life, and yet complain : which plainly 
ſpeaks, That where there is Life, it is ſo. great 
a Good, that no troubles ſhould ſo diſtreſs us, as 
to procure ſinful Complaints : but there are none 
that live, but have ſome other Good with it; if 
._Nothing elſe, yet they have Time, which is a great 
Good 


of God, if we are his People, it is becauſe there 
is need of it, 1 Pet. 1. 6, 7. The All-Wiſe GOD, 
that underſtands our Conditions, ſees that we 
have need of ſuch evil Things. It is no pleaſu- 
rous thing with Him to Affict his People, Lam. 
3. 33. Ifa wiſe and faithful Phyſician, thatknows 
our Diſtemper, ſees that it is needful to breath a 
Vein, and take away ſome of our Blood, or finds 
it neceſſary to Preſcribe an unpleaſing Potion to 
us, we abiding by his Judgment, and relying on 
his Fidelity, are willing to receive it ; therefore, 
5. We ſhould receive thoſe evil Things, be- 
cauſe they are deſigned for our good, Heb.12. 10. 
and if we receive them as we ought, they will, no 
doubt, produce that effect, Iſa. 27. 9. Rom: - F: 4 
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3. Whatever Evil we receive from the Hand 
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6. To ſuffer, or receive thoſe evil things, doth 
become thoſe that profeſs themſelves to be Chri- 
ftians, and to be a Chriſtian indeed, and not in 
Name only, #s one that takes Chriſt for bus All, and 
Refigus up bimſelf,, and bus All, unto Hts Diſpoſe-z, 
with a conſciencious endeayour to be Conform- 
able to Him who hath left us an Example, How 
to bear the evils that we ſuffer, 1 Pet. 2. 

Ths manner how we ſhould receive evil things 
from the hand of God. | | 

1. With a holy ſubmiſſion unto his Will and 
Providence it is a Cup put into our hand by a 
Merciful and Compaſſionate Father, which, tho' 
it hath ſome Gall in it, as #0 afflidion. for the 
ok #5 joyous, Heb. 12, yet there is no Poiſon. 


John 18. 11. The Cup which my Father bath given 


me, ſhall I no; drink it ? Chriſt had a bitter Cup 
in the Garden, yet if his Father faw. it not good 
it ſhovld paſs from Him, He was willing to take 
it, Mat. 26, 39. | 

2, Receive evil things from God's hand hum- 


- bly, either to make us humble, 'or to keep us 


humble, to prevent Pride, and hide it from our 
eyes, Job 33. 16. Or to pull down Pride, is one 
principal end of God in the evil thing He brings 
upon us ; as it was to {/rael, in all the hardſhips 
they met with in their Paſſage through the how- 
ling Wilderneſs, that Land of Pits, Drought, and 
the ſhadow of Death, Det. 8. 2. Pride is ſo con- 
trary to God, that he cannot bear it in his Chil- 
dren, and therefore his Day of Affliction comes 
upon them to prevent it, or rebuke for it, as 
with Paul, 2 Cor. 12. 7. Hence that Counſel, 1 
Pet. 5. 6. Humble your ſelves under the mighty hand 
of God. He loves to ſee his Children cloathed, or 
rather adorned with the Garmeat of Humility, 
1 Pet. 5. 5. | 3. Receive 
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 _  3- Receivethem ſilently, or patiently, Rom. 5. 
2, Tribulation is faid to work Patience,or work 
it out, that Patience might be kept in exerciſe ; 
He that is without it, had need to pack up,and be 
gone out of the World, there being ſo much need 
of this Grace, Patience is exerciſed either in bea- 
ring evils, Rom. 12.12. Or in waiting for good 
things. Hence the Apoſtle concludes, we have 
need of it, Heb. 10. 36. as the Husbandman, Fa. 
$. 7, 8. As weare todo all things without mur- 
muring at the difficulties, or diſputing the Equi- 
ty of the Command ; ſo are we to bear and {uf- 
fer all things from the hand of God, without 
fretting or diſcontent, but more of this in the 
Application.

and Glory, and with-hold no good thing from them that 
truſt in Him, and walk uprightly before Him,Pſal.84.
